Please replace the abstract with the following: 

A method for route calculation using real time traffic conditions is 
disclosed. A transmission that includes weightings indicative of traffic 
conditions on roads is received. Then, a solution route is calculated by 
forming a list of road segments. The list is formed by expanding a search 
tree comprised of gates. Each gate represents a physical location on a road 
segment and an accessible direction relative thereto. Each gate to which a 
weighting applies is incremented by an amount indicated in the transmission. 
The solution route is determined by expanding the search tree, which 
includes determining and evaluating successor gates. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior arts of record do not disclose a method for providing real time traffic weighted 
routes taught in claim 24 in which the weighting applicable to roads in the road network 
is transmitted wirelessly, the weightings are used for selecting route segments that form a 
solution route including a list of selection of the road segment records; the process for 
selecting the solution route segment records using a search tree and gates are taught in 
detail in claim 24. 

3. Remark: 

The 1 12 second paragraph rejection issued in the non-final rejection on September 13, 
2004 should be corrected to the claim objection because it is clear to an ordinary person 
skilled in the art at the time the invention was made, the limitation "road segments" 
obviously refers to the "road segment records". However, to facilitate reading of the 
claim (although not necessary), it is refers that the "road segments" should be corrected 
to the "road segment records". In view of the amended claims 24 submitted on 
December 16, 2004, the claim objection is also withdrawn.
